TUNNEL VISION 

Repairs on R and G lines promise tougher commutes

Here’s two more reasons to live 
and work in Brooklyn. 

The MTA will close two of 
the tunnels that connect the out- 
side world to our borough, and 


now residents who are used to a 
one-seat ride to neighboring land 
masses are going to have to start 
doing the subway shuffle. 

The Montague Street tunnel 
under the East River, which con- 
nects the R train to Manhattan, 


and the Greenpoint tube under 
Newtown Creek, which connects 
the G train to Queens, will both 
be closed for repairs thanks to 
damage wreaked by Hurricane 
Sandy, according to the Metropol- 
itan Transportation Authority. 


The R train connector is in such 
bad shape it will not be used for 14 
months starting in August. Dur- 
ing that time, commuter trains 
will terminate at Court Street, 
where riders heading to down-

Owners do 'nothing' as their dog kills puppy on street

It was all bite and no bark. 

A tiny dog out for a first-birthday stroll 
with its owner in Greenpoint was mauled 
to death by a much bigger canine that the 
victim’s owner says was also leashed — 
but being held by owners who didn’t care 
that their pet had just chewed up and spit 


out another animal. 

Lauren Schneider says she was taking 
her tiny Pomeranian Arlo out to do its busi- 
ness last Wednesday night at about 10:15 
pm on Manhattan Avenue bet ween Free- 
man and Green streets when a large, white 
dog that looked like a German Shepherd 
strolled up alongside two women and a 
man. Even though the dog was tethered 


to one of the three humans, the bipeds did 
nothing stop the larger dog from coming 
up to Schneider’s pocket-sized pup and 
biting it in its jaws of death, shocking the 
birthday boy’s owner. 

“It happened so quick, I couldn’t pro- 
cess anything. I didn’t have time to pick 
Arlo up,” said Schneider. “I was in such

with a hook through its beak, then 
captured and treated by Anne- 
Katrin Titze and Ed Bahlman, 
in the latest waterfowl rescues 
by the dynamic duo. 

For years, Titze, a wildlife re- 
habilitator licensed by the New 
York Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation, and Bahlman, 
her trusty sidekick, have been

It’s illegal to use barbed hooks 
while fishing at the lake, yet all

Got a problem with your 
swing? Go talk to Wally and 
George! 

Two former Brooklyn Cy- 
clone skippers have been or- 
dered by Mets management to 
fix the swing of superstar first 
baseman Ike Davis, who inex- 
plicably lost his stroke this sea- 
son after hitting 32 homers and 
driving in 90 runs last year for 
the big club. 

Las Vegas 5 1 ’s manager Wally 
Backman, who led the Cyclones 
during the team’s historic 2010 
campaign (historic, of course, be- 
cause Backman was managing the 
squad), and hitting coach George 
Greer, a Cape Cod League Hall of 
Famer who was at the helm of the 
Brooklyns back in 2006, are the 
doctors tasked with diagnosing the 
problem with the first baseman’s 
swing and prescribing a cure that 
will get the first-round draft pick 
back to the big club. 

And the braintrust of the Mets 
triple-A affiliate say that the for- 
mer phenom’s problem, which is 
80 percent mental, will get worked 


out the only way it can — in the 
batters box as the cleanup hitter 
of the 51’s. 

“I’ll throw him right in the 
fire,” Backman told Mike Fran- 
cesa during an interview on the J 
radio station WFAN. “He’s go- i 
ing right in the four hole. We let # 
him work through it.’ 

Davis, who made Major 
League Baseball’s All-Rookie 
Team in 2010 when he knocked 
19 home runs and drove in 76 runs, 
has been struggling this season 
withameasly .161 batting average 
(meaning the 230-pounded truly 
isn’t hitting his weight), with just 
five home runs and 16 RBIs. 

Backman said he and Greer 
will focus on returning Davis’ 
swing to the smooth stroke he 
used during his rookie campaign 
— something he’s veered away 
from in the years since. 

“He’s made a lot of changes 
way too fast,” Backman said. “It 
is hard enough j ust to go up there 
and hit, but when you making 
changes to your stance and your 
hand position, it makes it tough 
on a player.” 

Both Backman and Greer have 


made names for themselves by 
turning minor leaguers’ dreams 
into major league reality. Greer 
led Brooklyn to a 41-33, sec- 
ond-place finish in the McNa- 
mara Division, during an up- 
and-down season that began 0-7, 
and had many wondering if the 
manager would last the season. 
He did, but wasn’t brought back 
the following year. 

By comparison, Backman’s 
season in Brooklyn was a dream 
that ended in a nightmare, as he 
led the 2010 Clones to a second- 
best-ever 51-24 record and a di- 
vision title. But the team lost to 
the Jamestown Jammers in the 


finals, and the former Met sec- 
ond baseman, who won a World 
Series with the big club in 1986, 
was also not asked back to man- 
age (although he was considered 
for a the job with the organiza- 
tion Major League team). 

Davis batted .256 in 58 games 
with the Clones in 2008 when 
the team was skippered by Ed- 
gar “Don’t Call Me Edguardo” 
Alfonzo, and his batting aver- 
age increased every year while 
in the minors until he debuted 
with the Mets in 2010. 

Backman thinks the kid has 
what it takes to get back to the 
majors, but he’s not sure how 


long it will take. 

“It may be two weeks,” Back- 
man told the New York Times, 
“It could be a month.” 

Along with Davis, there are 
several Cyclones alumni who 
have found their way into major 
league teams, most notably San 
Francisco Giants’ outfielder An- 
gel Pagan, who has batted .281 
throughout his seven years in the 
Show. Other alumni include Chi- 
cago White Sox pitcher Matt Lind- 
strom, who has compiled a 3.64 
ERA throughout his career, Mets’ 
outfielder Lucas Duda, batting 
.253 on his career, and Minnesota 
Twins’ catcher Drew Butera.

there’s one thing he hasn’t had to 
worry about before: getting him- 
self and his players used to MCU 
Park’s new artificial turf. 

“I’m nervous (about the turf), 
“Donnelly said. “I’ve never man- 
aged on anything like that, and 
I doubt any of the players have 
played on something like it.” 

That being said, the Cyclones’ 
streak of consecutive winning sea- 
sons is anything but artificial, as it 
enters the upcoming season with 
an astounding streak of 12 straight 
seasons above .500 in its wake, a 
feat only three other franchises in 
the history of professional base- 
ball have accomplished. Among 
them, the New York Yankees’ 38- 
year streak from 1926-1964 and 
the team’s current 20-year streak 
dating back to 1993. 

“This is a special year, because 
of (Hurricane) Sandy,” Donnelly 
said. “We’re looking to provide the 
fans with some good entertain- 
ment, who have all been through 
some tough times.” 

Donnelly said, in regards to the 
12-year streak and the national 
prestige, it’s important to focus 
on the step in front rather than 
the peaks in the distance. 

“If you look too far ahead, 
you’ll stumble with what’s right 
in front of you,” Donnelly said. 
“We’ve got a history of great man- 
agers, great players and big-leagu- 
ers which everyone across the 


country knows about. We have 
very high standards.” 

The Cyclones will welcome in 
an almost brand new dugout for the 
year, losing the majority of their 
players from last year, as is the case 
among most minor league rosters 
where players either move up or 
move out. With only a few return- 
ees from the previous year, and the 
full roster to be finalized later this 
week, Donnelly has embraced the 
philosophy from legendary basket- 
ball coach Norman Dale. 

“However it goes, my team is 
on the floor,” Donnelly said, quot- 
ing Dale from the movie “Hoo- 
siers.” "It could be nine different 
players every night.” 

The Clones led the NY-Penn 
League in fielding percentage last 
season, averaging less than one er- 
ror per game. This near mistake- 
free style of play, along with sensa- 
tional pitching, is among Donnelly’s 
expectations for this season. 

“We play what I call the clean 
ball game,” Donnelly said. “We 
don’t want to play sloppy ball, or 
‘alleyball,’ where the ball is being 
thrown all over the field. We’ve 
had the best defensive team in the 
league the last two years and we 
pride ourselves on that.”

Gowanus boat race is on, just don't touch the water

A Red Hook daredevil will 
risk life, limb, and the need 
to be decontaminated when 
he races on a stand-up pad- 
dleboard during this week- 
end’s Gowanus Challenge, 
a non-motorized watercraft 
race along Brooklyn’s nau- 
tical purgatory. 

Paddle boarder Chru Brar 
said he will race with caution 
through the 2.5-mile course to 
avoid plunging into the inlet, 
which is laden with hazard- 
ous heavy metals, raw sewage, 
cancer-causing chemicals, 
and, famously, gonorrhea. 

“I will try to win the race, 
but I won’t be reckless,” said 
Brar, a member of the Red 
Hook Boaters. “It’s very 
easy to fall right off a pad- 
dleboard.” 

Brar, who will have to 
kneel on the 12-foot board 
when traveling under the 
low-lying bridges spanning 
the canal, said he will defi- 
nitely be wearing his neoprene 
booties to avoid contact with 
the liquid that is still consid- 
ered water. 

“It seems a little too close 
for comfort,” saidOwenFoote, 
a founding member of the 
Gowanus Dredgers Canoe 
Club, which organized the 
race that’s being billed as the 
first-ever to start and end on a 
Superfund site. The race will 
serve as a fund-raiser to sup- 
port the group’s work bringing 
free waterborne recreational 
activities to the city. 

Members of the Gow- 
anus Dredgers have been 
racing each other on the ca- 
nal for years. However, this is 
the first time the pro-water- 
sports group has challenged 


other boating organizations 
to test their speed. 

So far a total of 26 clev- 
erly named teams have reg- 
istered to compete in the race 
that will start at the Dredger’s 
dock on Second Street. The 
course will go all the way to 
the mouth of the canal near 
the Gowanus Bay, and loop 
back to the dock for the big 
finish. 

Contenders brave enough 
to take on the Gowanus Ca- 
nal will even get the chance 
to compete against Council- 
man Brad Lander (D-Park 
Slope), who will paddle in 
a canoe for the “SuperFun 
Sewer Rats” team. 

“I’m excited to partici- 
pate in the world’s smelli- 
est boat race,” said Lander, a 
St. Louis native, who added 
that he spent a good chunk 
of his youth paddling a ca- 


noe along the Mississippi 
River and lakes throughout 
the Midwest. 

“I believe I remember the 
J-stroke and the C-stroke 
well, so I hope to be com- 
petitive and I pray not to cap- 
size,” he said. 

Foote, who will team up 
with his 73-year-old mother 
as the “Toxic Avengers,” 
said while most of the rac- 
ers are local, boating teams 
from Canada and Maine will 
also competing. 

And the best advice Foote 
said he can offer is not to 
splash and the keep the pad- 
dles in the water because the 
water is contaminated. 

Foote added that he hopes 
holding the race will help raise 
awareness of the fact that ev- 
ery time it rains, millions of 
gallons of raw sewage flood 
the waterway — which is why 


the feds will likely force the 
city to install massive $78-mil- 
lion holding tanks to catch the 
runoff as part of a federally 
mandated cleanup. 

“Expect the unexpected — 
it is the Gowanus Canal,” he 
said. “Who knows what we 
will find floating in it.” 

Registration for the race is 
still open to anyone who can 
come up with a canal-worthy 
craft. Foote said the race will 
also be great for spectators 
who can best view it from 
the Third Street and Ninth 
Street bridges.

I t sounds like ajoke: What’s the 
difference between comedians 
in New York and Boston? 

A bus ride. 

“I still end up going up to Boston 
once a month or more,” said Giulia 
Rozzi, a comic who was born inBos- 
ton and now lives in New York. 

“I know comedians who live in 
both places [at once]. There’s an 
exchange program kind of com- 
edy going on.” 

Perhaps that’s why Rozzi was 
able to get such a full bench of 
Beantown-raised comics for “A 
Wicked Awesome Boston Comedy 
Show,” her upcoming Union Hall 
stand-up benefit to support Boston 
Marathon bombing victims. 

Some of the Dunkin’-drinking, 
jimmie-licking, Charles Regatta- 
watching performers include Myq 
&Micah, SelenaCoppock,andJosh 
G ondelman - proving that for a rela- 
tively small city, Boston sure gives 
New York City a lot of talent (think 
Louis C.K., Conan O’Brien, Denis 
Leary, Dana Gould, Steven Wright, 
and Patrice O’Neal). 

Even though Rozzi was born 
in the Hub (as Bostonians call 
their city) and first performed at 
a Nick’s Comedy Stop open mic 
in Boston’s theater district, she 
didn’t start doing stand-up pro- 
fessionally until she moved to Los 
Angeles at 21.

“I didn't mean to move to LA,” 
she said. “My original plan was to 
be an expressive arts therapist.”

While vacationing in 
Los Angeles with some friends, 
however, she did a set at the Com- 
edy Store and did well enough 
that the management asked her 
to continue performing. 

“I thought that was a sign to 
move,” she said. “But then four 
years had gone by. I definitely 
wasn’t ready to be there. I went 
out there, but I hadn’t developed 
that kind of East Coast work men- 
tality yet.” 

Rozzi said she doesn’t have any 
regrets about it — but looking back, 
she wonders if it would have been 
better to stay in the Bay State. 

“[Smaller cities] are great be- 
cause they have an art scene, they 
have comedy fans,” she said. “Peo- 
ple do go out and support comedy 
entertainment but there’s not the 
same sort of pressure to be au- 
ditioning.” 

New York, of course, is any- 
thing but a small city, but Giulia 
finds that Boston and Brooklyn 
comedians aren’t that different. 
Of course, there are a few ex- 
ceptions. 

“Comics in New York make 
jokes about the subway and how 
dirty it is,” she said. “Comics in 
Boston make jokes about the Red

“Steve, the manager of Gothic 
Cabinet Craft and his friend, Taki 
danced, sang, and played instruments 
to traditional Greek music inside 
the store while we cut out their sil- 
houettes on the sidewalk outside,” 
said Leduc and Brace. 

“This piece surpassed our expec- 
tations by not only responding to 
the space but also to the people who 
work in the space, marking it as a 
seminal part of the series.” 

One of the initiatives of the Fourth 
Annual Storefront Art Walk (SAW), 


"5th Avenue Bay Ridge Store- 
front Art Walk" is between Bay 
Ridqe Ave and 81st Street along

org. Through June 21st. 


a project by the Fifth Avenue Busi- 
ness Improvement District, is to have 
site-specific art installed in the store- 
fronts of myriad businesses along 
Fifth Avenue, Bay Ridge. The project 
was chiefly organized by local art 
aficionados, John Avelutto, Heather 
Hamilton, and David Gitt. 

Not only does SAW brighten the 
neighborhood with striking works 
of art, but it also benefits Brooklyn- 
based artists and local businesses. 
Artists gain the opportunity to show- 
case their craft by sprucing up or 
drawing attention to merchants’ 
storefronts. The social art project 
is also commendable for boosting co- 
operation within the community. 

Each artist tried to incorporate 


his or her partnering business in the 
art. “Beautifully Unnatural,” a lux- 
urious floral print by David Brown, 
pieces together photographs of flow- 
ers sold by Orchid Florist. 

Meanwhile, Melissa Beck’s im- 
pressive tower of towels spans from 
floor to ceiling in the window of 
Hair Culture. In Dave Eppley’s in- 
stallation for Long’s Wines, rain- 
bows cascade out of large bottles 
painted on the windows and spill 
onto the sidewalk. 

The vibrant artwork adds a cheery 
and welcoming touch to the store- 
front. 

“It’s a unique project in that art- 
ists were the ones who approached 
the merchants,” said organizer, Ave- 
lutto. 

“It’s very much a social experi- 
ment. There is a lot of juggling and 
variable issues to be had between 
the wants of the store and the art- 
ists, so they compromise.” 

Although colorful Bay Ridge is

Don’t Fall Victim to 
Heat Exhaustion

T his summer, I will be doing a lot 
of strenuous work outside and 
am worried that the heat might 
get to me. Why does heat exhaustion 
occur, and what are the symptoms? 
Is there anything that I can do to pre- 
vent it? 

These sunny summer months are 
a perfect time to get outside and 
be active. But if you push yourself 
too hard, you run the risk of plac- 
ing extra stress on your heart and 
lungs and can cause your body to 
overheat. Your skin, cardiovascular 
system, and perspiration levels help 
regulate your body temperature, but 
if you've been exposed to extreme 
heat and humidity for an extended 
period of time, these built-in cooling 
mechanisms can stop working. Since 
alcohol causes fluid loss, drinking 
wine, beer, or cocktails in the heat 
can also result in heat exhaustion. 

The initial symptoms of heat ex- 
haustion can include nausea, feel- 
ings of faintness or dizziness, heavy 
sweating, rapid heartbeat, low 
blood pressure, cool pale skin, fe- 
ver, heat cramps, headache, fatigue, 
and dark urine. If you think that you 
might have heat exhaustion, the 


first thing you should do is go to a 
shady or air-conditioned location 
and lie down with your legs and feet 
elevated slightly higher than heart 
level. Be sure to drink cool fluids, 
either water or sports drinks, and 
avoid alcohol or caffeine. To cool off, 
spray or sponge yourself with cool 
water. If your fever is higher than 
102 F (38.9 C), or you're experienc- 
ing fainting, confusion, or seizures, 
seek immediate medical assistance 
and call 91 1 . Heat exhaustion can be 
a serious condition and lead to heat 
stroke if it's not properly treated, so 
it's important to take action as soon 
as you experience symptoms. 

There are simple things that you 
can do to prevent heat exhaustion. 
When working outside, wear loose 
lightweight, light colored clothing 
and a wide-brimmed hat to shield 
your face from the sun. Take fre- 
quent breaks in a cooler place, such 
as an air-conditioned room or even a 
shady area, and remember to drink 
plenty of fluids. 

Following these basic steps will 
ensure that you can work in the heat 
without endangering your health.

pleasant hint of umami. Al- 
though the mix of sweet and 
salty flavors has become a 
trend in the culinary world, 
I’ve met a few people who 
aren’t accustomed to it.

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Anchors aweigh! Biz group wants ferry to Coney

Coney Island could get a new 
kind of water ride if a business 
group gets its way. 

The group, which calls it- 
self the Small Business Coali- 
tion, wants the city to create a 
ferry service to bring cityfolk and 
tourists from Lower Manhattan 
to the People’s Playground on a 
regular basis in hopes of mak- 
ing a shore-front excursion more 
palatable to the masses. 

“It’s a sensible government 
investment that would increase 
the amount of people in Coney 
Island,” said coalition founder 
Louis Jerome. “And it would 
be a huge boost to local busi- 
nesses.” 


Jerome pointed out that the 
poor souls living in Manhattan 
have to endure as much as an 
hour and 40 minutes on the train 
to visit Coney. For just eight dol- 
lars a trip, a ferry would slash 
travel time in half and provide 
riders with the thrill of the open 
air, sun, and sea — a tantalizing 
foretaste of what they would ex- 
perience upon docking in Brook- 
lyn’s ocean-side retreat. 

“A ferry would be more enjoy- 
able, and would be part of the ex- 
perience of Coney Island,” said 
Jerome. 

He also claimed that the ser- 
vice could shuttle more than 3 
million additional revelers to So- 
dom by the Sea, doubling the 
amount that visit each year. 


The New York City Economic 
Development Corporation did a 
study in April 2012 that iden- 
tified Steeplechase Pier as the 
ideal mooring location for such 
a ferry — and since the pier is 
still undergoing construction in 
the wake of Hurrican Sandy, Je- 
rome said the city should seize 
the chance to outfit the struc- 
ture with a gangway in order to 
receive the ferry. 

“Hurricane Sandy created an 
opportunity to invest here,” said 
Jerome. "This would drop you 
right at the doorstep of Coney 
Island.” 

The proposal comes with just 
two hitches — the city’s study 
said a ferry would need a $20-mil- 
lion bulkhead wall in the wa- 


ter off the pier to control wave 
action, and found that the op- 
eration would undoubtedly lose 
money. 

“Ferry service between Lower 
Manhattan and Coney Island 
would not be financially self- 
sustaining,” the report reads. 

But Jerome warned against 
sticker shock, arguing that the 
boat would be a net gain for Co- 
ney Island — and beats out any 
alternatives. 

“Even if it loses some money, 
I think that cost is outweighed 
by the benefit to the small 
businesses,” said Jerome. “It’s 
cheaper than building a new sub- 
way line.” 

Businessman Louis Jerome wants to see boats like this Community Board 13 chair- 
one bringing visitors from Manhattan to Coney Island man Chuck Reichenthal said 



he has been hoping to see a 
ferry come to Coney Island for 
years. 

“It’s something that’s wanted,” 
Reichenthal said. “It’s some- 
thing the people are eagerly 
awaiting.” 

If Jerome’s vision comes to 
fruition, it wouldn’t be the first 
ferry catering to Coney, or even 
using Steeplechase Pier, in re- 
cent years. The Staten Island 
Ferry used a floating dock to 
usher baseball fans to the Peo- 
ple’s Playground from the Rock 
and back, and vice-versa when the 
Brooklyn Cyclones played their 
hated cross-Narrows rivals, the 
Staten Island Yankees, in 2001 
and 2002.

town Manhattan can switch 
for free to the 4 or 5 train. 
On weekends, the R train 
will run over the Manhat- 
tan Bridge into Manhattan, 
following the N line’s path 
into Manhattan. 

The G train connector 
will be closed for 12 week- 
ends this year between July 
6 and Dec. 15, and will be re- 
placed with a shuttle bus that 
will get residents across the 
creek that separates Brook- 
lyn from Queens. The MTA 
says that tunnel will be closed 
for five weeks in a row during 
the summer of 2014. 

The MTA claims the clo- 
sures are needed because 
of the havoc that Hurricane 
Sandy wreaked on the tun- 
nels last year. 

“Closing these two subway 
tubes is a difficult but neces- 
sary step to restore them to 
the condition they were in be- 
fore Sandy struck,” said Fer- 
nando Ferrer, the acting chair- 
man of the MTA. 

Both of the connectors 
were shut down for exten- 
sive periods after Hurricane 
Sandy — the G for 10 days 
and the R tunnel for nearly 
two months. 

But repairs done at that 
point weren’t enough to get 
the trains running reliably, ac- 
cording to MTA offcials. 

“Even after we restored 
service through the tubes 
again, signal and other com- 
ponent failures rose dramati- 
cally,” said Thomas Prender- 
gast. 

Problems in the Greenpoint 
tube include corroded cables 
and destroyed controls that 


make it impossible to adjust 
ventilation, lighting and com- 
munication systems, while the 
R tunnel suffered damages to 
duct banks that must be com- 
pletely replaced so that the 
new cables can replace those 
corroded by salt water. 

Some riders of the G — 
commonly referred to as the 
Brooklyn Local even though 
it does venture to Queens — 
say they understands that the 
MTA has to get the work done, 
but hope the agency has a solid 
plan in place to make sure 
commuters can get to where 
they need to go. 

“After Sandy, we had thou- 
sands of people walking over 
the bridge into Long Island 
City. There were shuttle buses, 
but you had no idea when they 
were going to show up and 
when they did show up, they 
were packed,” said Connor 
Mealey, who lives off of the 
Nassau stop in Greenpoint and 
uses the G train to commute 
to his job in Long Island City. 
“I hope the MTA took some 
lessons from that.” 

The R is Bay Ridge’s life- 
line to the rest of the city, and 
state Sen. Marty Golden ( R- 
Bay Ridge) has fired off a let- 
ter to the MTA and Mayor 
Bloomberg demanding in- 
creased service and lower 
fares on the neighborhood’s 
express buses into Manhat- 
tan, along with restored ferry 
service over the East River at 
the Brooklyn Army Termi- 
nal, and a shuttle in Down- 
town to take people over the 
bridges. 

During the R tunnel clo- 
sure, service in Manhattan 
will terminate at Whitehall 
Street.

by the Prospect Park Al- 
liance warn fisherman to 
this rule and others, these 
swans are the latest victims 
in a long series of waterfowl- 
related hookings dating back 
to 2009. 

Fishing in the lake is le- 
gal with a license, and the 
park has bins for anglers to 
discard hooks and line, but 
Titze says too often fisher- 
man are careless with their 
tackle, and non-fish end up 
suffering. 

And only one thing is go- 


ing to save the air-breath- 
ing creatures from getting 
hurt. 

“Serious enforcement of 
fishing regulations is the an- 
swer ” said Titze. “If fishing 
is allowed to continue in the 
park, it has to be done re- 
sponsibly and the common 
sense rules need to be en- 
forced.” 

She said park rangers need 
to check anglers 16 or older 
to see if they have fishing li- 
censes and that they aren’t 
using those barbed hooks 
and lures. 


The Prospect Park Al- 
liance, which oversees 
the park’s day-to-day op- 
erations, said it hasn’t re- 
ceived any reports of swans 
being hooked recently. Ac- 
cording to Alliance spokes- 
man Paul Nelson, the group 
works hard to keep Prospect 
Park Lake a safe place, even 
though it doesn’t have the 
authority to enforce fish- 
ing regulations. The Alli- 
ance offers activities and 
programs all year round to 
teach kids and adults about 
the nature and wildlife in 
Prospect Park, including 
about fishing. 

“We have a long com- 


mitment to educating future 
fishermen,” said Nelson. 

Parks Department offi- 
cials said anyone who sees 
illegal fishing taking place 
should immediately call 311 
and report it. 

All the swans are recov- 
ering nicely. 

The Prospect Park swans 
weren't the only ones to be 
saved from possible death 
this week. In Sheepshead 
Bay, a swan with lead poi- 
soning was found paralysed 
on Emmons Avenue. Spe- 
cialists say it may have been 
poisoned by ingesting lead 
shots carelessly tossed into 
the water by fishermen.
